May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1903. 

We deeply regret to have to report the death in February, 1903, of Rev.^ R. 
Jl'Cheyne Edgar, D.D., M.A., who was one of the “continuing Commissioners” as 
defined in Section 3 of our Scheme, and who on more than one occasion held the 

positions of Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Board. We take the present oppor- 
tunity of recording our sorrow at the loss of our colleague, and our high appreciation 
of his valuable services to education during his lengthened period of office as a 
Commissioner. 

In April, 1903, your Excellency was pleased to appoint Rev. James Denham Osborne, 
M.A, to be a Commissioner in succession to Rev. Dr. Edgar. In other respects, the 
constitution of our Commission remains the same as it was at the close of 1902, as set 
forth in our last Report, dated April 23, 1903. The names of the Commissioners are 
set out, infra, Appendix A, No. 1., p. 8.- 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 22, April 23, duly 15, and October 15. 
At the Meeting of January 22 we elected Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, D.D., D.Sc., to 
be our Chairman, and Rev. H. B. Wilson, D.D., to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. 
A Table of the attendances of the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, No. III., 
p. 9. 

The Standing Committee held nineteen meetings during the year. Twenty meetings 
w ere summoned, but one fell through, that of August 20, 1903, as no Commissioner 
attended. In Appendix A, No. IV., is given a Table of attendances of the Standing 
Committee. The names of those Commissioners who constitute the Standing Com- 
mittee are given, Appendix A, No. II., p. 8.

q. Patrick’s College, Cavan ; Royal School, Raphoe ; Royal School, Dungannon ; and St. 

Patrick’s Academv, Dungannon, are also reduced in a less degree. The following 
increases have taken place; — Royal School, Cavan, 4 ; Royal School, Enniskillen, 3; 
oi MacCartan’s, Seminary, Monaghan, 8 ; and St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, 7. 

Notwithstanding the decrease in the numbers attending the. Schools, it is pleasing td 
note that the competitors at the Intermediate Examinations in 190u were more 
numerous than in 1902, the figures being 401 for the former year, as against 394 for 
t he latter. 

The standard of efficiency, as tested by the Intermediate Examinations, is slightly Efficiency, 
higher than that of the previous year; the percentage of “ Passes ’ in 1903 being 
65°8 compared with a percentage of 64'3 in 1902- This result is all the mure 
creditable, in view of the increased percentage of competitors alluded to above. I he 
Schools compared with those of Ireland as a whole, still maintain their favourable 
record, the percentage of successes being 65*8 as against 60 '7. 

The School buildings are, speaking generally, sufficient and well maintained, lo School Premises. 
Lis satisfactory state' of things there is one exception ; but we are glad to learn that 
the Local Board concerned are fully alive to the inadequacy of their School accommo- 
dation, and are seriously considering the question of improving it. 



Of the eleven Schools selected bv the Ulster Local Boards, ten have fulfilled all the ‘‘Qualified 
conditions prescribed by the Scheme. St. Michael’s College, Enniskillen, which last Sch0018 - 
year (its first year of existence) failed to qualify, has this year entitled itself to a share 
in the Endowment at the disposal of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board. On the 
other hand, St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, has been found to be disqualified, m 
that it failed to afford regular instruction in French or German, and in Drawing, as 
required by the first schedule of the Scheme. In view, however, of the fact that this 
is the first occasion on which St. Eunan’s has failed to qualify, and that the authorities 
of the Seminary have undertaken to meet- the. requirements of the Scheme m future, 
we exercised the power vested in us of dispensing for one year with the conditions m 
which it so failed, and we declared the School eligible to share in the grants for the 
year 1902-3, notwithstanding the finding of the Ius| ector. 

In Appendix C, infra, pp. 21-25, will be found the Report on the Schools sharing in 
the Ulster Royal School Endowments, presented by our Acting Secretary, who as 
Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the Schools in September, 1903. We beg to refer 
to this document for full particulars with regard to numbers in attendance, educational 
efficiency, and state of School premises. 

We print, infra op. 27-39, the Annual Reports of the Local Boards of Education Local Boards. 
The amount distributed between those Boards for the benefit of their respective School 
Districts including interest on the Building Funds of Cavan and Fermanagh Roman 
Catholic’ Boards, was £3,121 0s. lid , allocated as follows Armagh, £400 ; Cavan, 

£294 4s 8 d ■ Donegal, £206 ; Fermanagh, £1,014 16s. 3 cl ; and Tyrone, £l,206. 



Preston Endowment.— The gross income of this Endowment for the year was only Ojtar 
£310 14s. 10 id., as compared with £l,285 0s. 9|cZ. for the year 1902. In 1902 a 
good collection, both of hanging gale and arrears, was made ; whereas, in 1903, only a 
very slight portion of the rents due was paid; This means that a very much 
increased income may be anticipated for the year 1904. The amounts paid to the 
several Schools having claims on the Endowment were as follows : -Kings Hospital, 
Oxmantown, £174 8s. JLOd ; Preston School, Navan, £LC-4 13s. 8a. ; and Preston School, 

Abbey leix, £89 13s. 8 d. 



Preston School, Navan .— There is a slight falling off m the attendance roll the 
number being two less than that of the previous year, otherwise the condition of the 
School is satisfactory. The Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector considers “ the teaching 
excellent,” and that every care is taken by the Principal for the comfort, &c., of 
the pupils.” 



Preston School, Abbeyleix.—Phe present condition of this School is a pleasing 
contrast to the state of things which existed some few years ago, and the change is, 
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to a great extent, due to the energy of the new Head Master. We should be vl.i 
however, to see some of the members of the Local Board manifesting a greater interS 
jn their work and also a larger number of pupils taking advantage of the benefit. „f 
the- School. We beg to refer to the Report of the Lord. Lieutenant's Inspector J 
forth, infra, p. 26. 1 ’ S6t 

Carysfort ' Enduummt.— The Reports of the National Board Inspector on the 
schools sharing in this Endowment are fairly satisfactory. The amount available f„ 
distribution was £114 15s. 0 d., and this sum was allocated equally' between Schools 
under I rotestant and Schools under Homan Catholic management. 

, The Jfctmy Endowments, Limerick— During the year we distributed between ft. 
Leamy Local Boards of Education a sum of £220 9s. id. 

The High School, Limerick, which is under the management of the Leamy Protest™! 
Board, is making good progress in its new premises. A number of the pupils iwulsrlv 
attend the Limerick Technical School for instruction in Natural Science, and a class hi 
been formed to compete at the Intermediate Examinations of J904. 

The Leamy National School, for the management of which the Leamy Roman Catholic 
Board is responsible, is pronounced “ excellent ” by the National Board Inspector. I

Tlie Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk, —Three Schools established their claim

Bank's Endowment, Eyrecourt. The Trustees again failed to submit a plan for the 
application of this Endowment, and having consulted the Manager of Eyrecourt National 
bohool in accordance with Sec 6 of Scheme No. 128 we decided to devote the funds to 
the teaching of such technical subjects as Shirt-making, Knitting, &c., in that School 
the sum available was £15 10s. 8d., and we think the money was well expended, ai 
National Boards Inspector s minute on the instruction imparted in the School says- 
iiivery branch has received most careful attention with highly satisfactory results.” 

The Diocesan School Endowments.— The year under review was the first occasion on 
which the plan adopted for the application of these Endowments came into fore.-. As 
previously reported that plan consists in applying the money each year as Prizes to be 
devoted to the payment of fees for the year next following of pupils from Intermediate 
bchools in the several districts who shall have most successfully passed the Examinations 
■of the Intermediate Education Board in the Preparatory Grade. Based on such plan, 
and in accordance with the Results of the Intermediate Examinations (1903), we paid, 
as prizes, £12 to pupils attending Schools in the Diocese of Leighlin and Ossory, £26 
to pupils attending Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh. and £28 to' pupils 
attending Schools m the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry? 

Anne Hail Endowment.— The income of this Endowment, amounting to £23, still 
continues to be spent in effecting much-needed repairs on Lattone National School. 

Limerick Diocesan, School Endowment .--The income of this Endowment which 
consists of the rent of Roxboro’ Road School premises, and dividends on £63 Is. 6cf. 
Government Stock, continues to accumulate in our hands. 

Estate Management. 

In Appendix B. IV. and V., we give Summaries of our Rentals for the years 1901- 
1 90 la, together with our Agents Accounts for the corresponding periods. 

Die years’ Rentals have decreased from £3,755 to £3,693. This reduction has been 
caused by the fixing of rents under the Land Acts and by “Adjustments”; the chief 
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sufferer being the Tyrone Estate, which shows a diminition of £37. Our receipt by 
wl of rents for the period covered by the Rentals shows an increase 3 ° « 
those for the preceding twelve months, the arrears due on Tyrone, Carystoit, and 
Cappaloughlin Estates having been materially reduced. The total qf arrears du 
the Estates, when the Agents furnished their Annual Accounts, stood at £-,449 65. Utf. 



Irish Laud Act, 1903.' 

We have received proposals from the Tenants on our various Estates to purchase 
their holdings under the above Act. Having carefully considered the figures, we found 
that the acceptance of such proposals would result in a material 

Incomes derivable from the Estates, and that, accordingly, if we were to tell on the terms 
offered, the Educational efficiency of the Schools dependent on these E tetes would 
be seriously impaired. We have, therefore, refused to treat with the tenants on the 
basis of the offers which they have already made, but we have informed them tha 
fresh proposals be received they shall he carefully considered.

DETAILED REPORTS OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT’S INSPECTOR. 

Scheme No. 34.— Ulster Royal Schools Endowments. 

I. — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Judging by the Attendance Roll, the members of this Board take a fair interest in the 
welfare of the Royal School. I have to point out, however, that only three meetings wore 
held during the year, and that on examination of the records of the Local Board, I was 
tmable to satisfy myself that the requirements of the Scheme as to Free Places had been 
complied with. I have already called the attention of the Honorary Secretary to those 
two points. The financial condition of the Board is, I regret to say, at a-very low ebb, 
nor can I see any hope of its immediate improvement. 

Armagh Royal School. 

The School still maintains the good educational position of the three previous years, which is 
such a pleasing contrast to the state of affairs on which the Inspector had to report in the 
years 1897 and 1898. This is all the more creditable in view of the financial difficulties to 
which I have alluded above. The tone of the School is excellent, and ample facilities are 
afforded for the physical development of the pupils, both by out-door games and by means 
of a well-equipped Gymnasium. Some slight attacks of measles were the only cases of ill 
health experienced during the year. Owing to recent improvements the sanitary arrange- 
ments are now very good. The state of the school premises, however, needs looking to. 
Internally, there are signs of dampness, and the wood-work requires painting. Externally 
one of the cornices of the main building has given way, and the boundary wall is crumbling 
in places. Not a very large outlay would be needed for the necessary repairs, and if the 
Local Board could only tide themselves over their temporary difficulties, there is no reason 
why Armagh Royal School should not retain its position as one of the leading Secondary 
Schools in the North of Ireland. 

II. — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Few of the Local Boards pay more attention to their duties, under the Scheme, than the 
Armagh Roman Catholic Board. I note that there were no candidates for the Free Places 
offered, and it might be well if the Board were to consider the advisability of making those 
Free Places more attractive. 

St. Patrick's College, Armagh. 

The results of the Intermediate Examinations were very satisfactory. Eighty-one per cent, 
of those who competed passed — a record which has only one to beat it among the schools 
sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. St. Patrick’s College is one of the two 
schools under the Scheme in which Experimental Science, as understood by “ The Depart- 
ment” is not taught. The College authorities, having elected to pursue the Classical 
Course under the Intermediate Board Rules, were allowed to substitute Greek for Experi- 
mental Science, as provided for in the schedule to the Amending Scheme. I am glad to 
say that instruction was regularly given in Natural Philosophy, and that, too, by the aid 
of experiments. The school premises are in good order, and the recreation grounds are 
ample. The sanitary arrangements, too, are good, but more attention might be paid to 
ventilation. The health of the pupils was satisfactory ; that ubiquitous visitor, influenza, 
being the only epidemic which made its appearance during the year. 

III. — Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

The members of this Board discharge their duties satisfactorily under the Scheme. They 
failed, however, to hold four stated meetings during the year, the cause of such failure 
being, as explained to me by the Acting Honorary Secretary, Mr. Allen, that at the time 
the fourth meeting should have been held, most of the members were from home, and it 
was impossible to secure a quorum. There was fair competition for the Free Places offered 
by the Board, but the services of some one unconnected with the School should be secured 
to conduct the Examinations. 

Cavan Royal School. 

Judged by the standard of the per-centage of passes to the number who competed at the 
recent Intermediate Examinations, Cavan Royal School holds the record amongst the 
schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endowments, its per-centage of passes to com- 
petitions being 82. On the other hand it is only fair to the other schools to say that out of 
28 on the Intermediate School Roll only 17 were presented for Examination. 

The school premises and appliances are in good condition, and I was particularly struck by 
the order and neatness which everywhere prevailed. The “ Playing Fields” have now been 
definitely secured by the Local Board for the use of the school. 

IY . — Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The members attend the Board Meetings regularly, and discharge the duties imposed on 
them by the Scheme.

St. Patrick's College, Cavan. 

I am sorry I am unable to report favourably on the educational efficiency of this Schc ol — that 
is judged by the results of the Intermediate Examinations. Only 35 competed, although 
there were 59 on the Intermediate School Roll, and out of the 35 competitors only 1 6 
passed — that is 45 per cent, of those who competed, and 27 per cent, of those on the 
Intermediate School Roll, as compared with 67 per cent, and 34 per cent, respectively last 
year. The College Staff complained of the very backward state of the pupils who were 
seeking admission to the College — a complaint which is supported by the result of the 
Free Place Examinations, and, perhaps, this may in some measure account for the com- 
parative failure of the College. I think it only fair to say, however, that in my opinion, 
a staff of five is scarcely sufficient to tea Ji adequately a school of seventy-three — more 
especially in view of the rather taxing claims of Experimental Science —and, as I said in 
my Report to the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, “under the circumstances the 
Local Authorities might be well advised in considering the expediency of adding another 
member to the Teaching Staff.” The weak subjects appear to have been Greek and 
Mathematics. 

The school premises are maintained in good condition, the appliances are adequate, and order 
is well maintained. The health of the pupils is good. 



V. — Donegal Protestant Board of Education. 

The majority of the members of this Board take an active interest in their duties, under the 
Scheme, and heartily co-operate with the Head Master in advancing the position of the 
school. Six meetings were held during the year, and the various provisions of the Scheme 
were duly observed. 

Raphoe Royal School. 

This School has materially improved its position since last year, its percentage of successes 
for 1903 being 51 as against 40 for 1902. The School curriculum is very wide, embracing 
artistic and University subjects as well as the ordinary programme” for Intermediate 
Schools. That the advantages of the School teaching are fully appreciated in the district is 
found in the fact that many of the dav-pupils come very long distances and attend 
regularly. 

With the condition of the School premises I cannot express myself satisfied, and I would 
call the urgent attention of the Local Board to the following much needed repairs. The 
front of the School should be refreshed immediately ; the windows should be repainted ; 
the two large class-rooms on the ground floor are sadly in need of doing up ; while the 
ceiling and plaster in many places are giving way. The facilities for ventilating the 
Laboratory should also be increased. Those improvements would not be costly, and they 
would do much to add to the comfort and brighten the appearance of the School. 



VI. — j Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education . — 

This Board discharges its duties satisfactorily, but the attendance of some of the members at 
Board Meetings might be better. 

St. Eunan's Seminary, Letterkenny. 

This is the one School that has failed to qualify this year. The results of the Intermediate 
Examinations were eminently satisfactory, but no instruction was given in Drawing and 
in either French or German. Such instruction is prescribed as an essential to qualification 
under the Scheme, and, accordingly, I have to report the failure of St. Eunan’s to fulfil 
the necessaiy conditions. The attention of the Head Master having been called to the 
omission, he has promised to have classes duly formed in those subjects next year. 

The School premises leave much to be desired. The following is my report thereon to the 
Commissioners of Education in Ireland : — “ The buildings are unsuitable : the sanitary 
arrangements are almost painfully primitive ; and the School equipment is both poor and 
scanty. To my mind the Teaching Staff are labouring under great difficulties, and the 
measure of success hitherto attained is highly creditable. The Inspector of previous years 
(Mr. N. D. Murphy) reported in 1901 as follows ‘ The Authorities of St. Eunan’s 
Seminary have decided to erect new School premises adjoining the Literary Institute, 
where the School is at present carried on.’ I sincerely hope this decision will soon take 
practical shape, as, under more favourable circumstances, the School should prove a pro- 
nounced success and a great boon to the district in which it is situated.” 

VII. — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

This Board fully maintains its exemplary character as regards the interest it takes in Portora 
Royal School, and the manner in which it discharges its duties. 

Portora Royal School. 

Although a considerable number of Honours were gained by this School, the percentage of 
passes is only 52 as against 58 last year ; and while the Intermediate School Roll numbered 
109, only 61 competed at the Intermediate Examinations. This, perhaps, is not a very 
pronounced success, but when one considers how heavily the School was handicapped 
through illness during the busiest months of the year, the result may be regarded as satis- 
factory. I regret to state that successive outbreaks of mumps, measles, and scarlatina 
disorganised the work of the School between Christmas and Summer. The School 
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Authorities are of opinion that the mumps and measles were introduced by day-boys ; but 
for the appearance of scarlatina, it is not so easy to account, more especially as the 
drainage lias been pronounced good, and the situation of the establishment is one of the 
healthiest I have visited. 

Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The members generally attend to their duties under the Scheme. One gentleman, however, 
failed to attend any meeting during the year, and it might be well if in future those 
should be co-opted who would be likely to take an interest in the work of the Board. 

St. Macartan’s Seminary, Monaghan. 

This School still maintains its high reputation as a first-class Intermediate School. Its 
Intermediate Roll was 58 — 58 competed and 45 passed. This makes a record amongst the 
Ulster Schools with which I have to deal, as St. Macartan’s stands alone in presenting the 
full strength of its Intermediate Roll for examination. To my mind, this is the surest 
test that the educational benefits have been evenly dispensed throughout the School, and I 
trust the course adopted at St. Macartan’s will soon be followed, if not in its entirety, at 
least in a large measure by the other Schools sharing in the Ulster Royal School Endow- 
ments. 

The premises are in perfect repair. Order and neatness everywhere prevail. 

St. Michael' 8 School, Enniskillen. 

This is the second school under the management of the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board, and 
I am glad to be able to state that in this, its second year of existence, it has qualified under 
the Scheme, and is accordingly entitled to share in the portion of the endowment at the 
disposal of the Local Board. With an Intermediate Roll of 21, it presented 15 for Exami- 
nation, and passed S). This is not a bad beginning, and I anticipate that St. Michael’s School 
will amply fulfil its mission as a high-class Intermediate School in Enniskillen. 

The new school premises are very fine ; the rooms are large and airy ; and I am sure that in a 
short time the numbers in attendance will be much larger than at present. 

IX. — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

The poor attendance of some of the members is the only thing which mars the satisfactory 
discharge of its duties by this Board. Six meetings were held during the year, and while 
three of the members put in the full measure of attendances, two failed even to attend a 
single meeting. In future, I think, the Board, when co-opting members, should have regard 
to this. 

Dungannon Royal School . — 

The number in attendance at this School is practically the same as last year, while the Inter- 
mediate successes show an increase of 3 per cent.. I should be glad, however, to see the 
number of competitors bear a larger proportion to the number on the Intermediate Roll than 
it does at present. The competition for the free places offered by the Board was fairly keen, 
but the Head Master complained of the great weakness of the candidates in certain subjects. 
This may be an explanation of what I regard as the disparity between the number of com- 
petitors and the number on the Intermediate Roll alluded to above. 

The Girls’ Department is a great success, and at once bears testimony to the judgment of the 
Local Board, and to the energy of the lady who is immediately responsible for its manage- 
ment. With an Intermediate Roll of 19, 17 competed, and 14 passed. A pleasing feature' of 
this department is the attention which is paid to the physical culture of the pupils. 

The School premises generally are in fair order-, but I think it would be an advantage if the 
front of the building were refreshed. The wood work of the windows also urgently wants look- 
ing to. An elaborate Sanitary Annexe has been erected at considerable cost. Its benefits 
are, however, much marred by the poor water supply. I would call the special attention of 
the Board to this point. 

X. — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The Inspector of previous years has had to call attention to the want of interest which some of 
the members of this Board display in the management of the School under their charge. I 
have also to comment on this point. As many as three of the members failed to attend a 
single meeting. Fortunately other members by their energy make up, as far as may be, for 
the apathy of their colleagues. 

St. Patrick 8 Academy , Dungannon. 

This School has increased its percentage of successes from 68 last year to 75 this year, Further, 
the number of competitors (48) very nearly coincides with the number on the School Roll 
(51). This is a healthy sign, which I referred to in the case of St. Macartan’s Seminary, 
Monaghan, and which I should like to see more generally present in the case of the schools 
with which I have to deal. 

The School premises are eminently suitable, but the number in attendance is not all that 
could be desired. Fifty-one this year takes the place of fifty-eight last year, and even the 
fifty-eight was a reduction on previous returns. In this connection I am glad to know that 
the Local Board have good reason to anticipate a much larger attendance in the near 
future. The Board is generous in the matter of Free Places, which appear to be appre- 
ciated.

PRESTON SCHOOL, ABBEYLEIX. 

The Local Board. — The members of the Local Board who take an interest in their duties 
are really good workers, but I regret to say that the number of such members is strictly 
limited. The strength of the Board is fourteen, but of the four meetings held during the 
year, four members attended one, and only three the remainder. This is far from satisfactory. 
The debit balance against the Board’s Banking Account is a heavy one. I am informed" 
however, that if the next half-yearly grant from the Commissioners of Education in Ireland’ 
be up to the normal, that balance will be practically wiped out. The accounts and minutes 
of the Local Board are kept in a most admirable manner. 

Preston School. 

I should be glad to see a larger number of those for whom the School is intended to provide 
taking advantage of the educational benefits which it is undoubtedly in a position to bestow 
and I cannot help thinking that it the members of the Local Board were to interest themselves, 
each in his own district, in bringing the advantages of the Institution under the notice of 
parents, a larger attendance would be soon forthcoming. At the end of last term there 
were twenty-six on the School Roll. Of fifteen on the Intermediate School Roll, nine 
were presented for examination, and seven passed. The percentage of passes to competitors 
is very good, but there is a seeming want of proportion between the number of competitors 
and the number on the Intermediate Roll. The Head Master, however, gave me a 
satisfactory explanation of this. 

A well-equipped laboratory is now one of the attractions of the School, for which the energy 
of the Local Board in collecting private subscriptions, supplemented by grants from the 
County Council and the Department, is to be thanked. 

With the exception of dampness in one corner of the main building, for which it is hard 
to account, the premises generally are in good order.

Scheme No. 95— Leamy Endowments, Limerick. 

Beamy Protestant Board. 

Under the Scheme this Board is bound to meet once, at least, every three months A 
meeting summoned for August 26 last tailed for want of a quorum, and an adjourned 
meeting was held on the 31st of the same month. The Board consists of ten members 

but only once did more than three — the number necessary to form a quorum attend! 

It is only fair, however, to state that two of the ex-officio members — the Archdeacon and 
the Dean— have been seriously ill for some time past. The provisions of the Scheme were 
duly observed ; the minutes and accounts were well kept. 

Leamy High School. 

The premises secured by the Protestant Board are very fine, and reflect much credit on those 
responsible for their selection. The average attendance is forty. English and French 
struck me as being particularly well taught ; but the knowledge displayed in Euclid was 
not all that could be desired. The curriculum of the School is a wide one, and a class 
is regularly sent to the Technical School to receive instruction in Natural Science. I was 
pleased to hear that a Class has also been formed to compete at the Intermediate Examinations 
ot next year. This is a move in the right direction, which should prove a useful stimulus 
to the pupils, and be a means of increasing the income of the School. 

I noticed that only fifteen minutes recreation is - allowed in a long day’s work. I men- 
tioned this fact to the Lady Principal, but she said that the pupils did not seem to need 
a longer playtime, nor would the School curriculum well admit it. 



Leamy Roman Catholic Board. 

The requisite number of meetings were held, and the members attended fairly well. The 
strength of the Board is seven ; four meetings were held. Five members attended two 
of those meetings and four the other two. This is a fair record. The accounts have 
been duly kept and audited. 

Leamy National School. 



The number on the roll is 448 ; the average attendance is 343. This return shows a slight 
decrease on previous years, but in a large city like Limerick such fluctuations are in- 
evitable. Tim Report of the National Board Inspector was, I am glad to say 
excellent An elementary night school, under the National Board, has been estal> 
hslied. The number on the roll is 94, but the average attendance is only 39-5. Not- 
low average attendance, however, such an institution must be productive 

The School building is, of course, pretty ancient, but it is in fairly good repair. The matter 
t j entilation referred to in previous reports has received the attention of the Local Board,

We have the honour of submitting to you the proceedings of the Donegal Roman Catholic Board of 
Education, for year ended 31st July, 1903. 

The Board, as at present constituted, consists of the following members: — The Most Rev. Dr. O’Donnell, 
Chairman; Joseph M'Loone, Esq., j.p., Vice-Chairman; Right Rev. Monsignor M'Fadden, v.G., Treasurer; 
Right Rev. Monsignor M‘ Glynn, p.p., v.G., Hon. Secretary; Rev. John Doherty, p.p. ; Rev. D. Stephens',, 
Administrator; Hugh M'Devitt, Esq., j.p. ; E. M'Fadden, Esq., m.p., and James Boyle, Esq., Solicitor. 

The members of the Estates Committee are the same as last year; and there is no change in the 
constitution of the School Committee. The Very Rev. Dean M'Ginley continues to act as the Commissioner 
representing our Board at the meetings of the Commissioners of Education. 

The amount received from the Commissioners during this year was £103. 

A refund of- £1-2 8s. 8 d. Income Tax for past three years, was paid to our Board by Inland Revenue 
Department. 

During the year four meetings were held, and a list of the attendances of Members at the meetings is 
herewith enclosed. 

A list of twenty pupils within the prescribed ages, who made not less than one hundred attendances on 
separate days during the School year was sent by our Secretary to the proper quarter, as well as answers to 
queries contained in Forms No. 3a and 4a. 

Advertisements appeared in the Press regarding Free Places and the Examinations that were to be held 
for them. The District Inspector of National Schools conducted the examination on the 28th August, 1902, 
and one Free Place was awarded, there being only one candidate qualified.
